A reporter for Tam Trizuwe with a pleve 
of the dead woman's skirt and photographs 
of other portions of her apparel called on 
Mrs. Annie Zvingibl, proprietor of the reom- 
ing house at 500 Cass street, where Mise 
Lyons lived. Mrs. Zvingibil said that neither 
the description of the dead woman's appear- 
ance, clothing, or jewelry agreed with the 
1 oil Lyons had a bracelet in the form of 
a snake's head and body.“ said the landlady. 
1 She had a blue and white silk dress on. 
Texas a deck hand on the Puritan, knew Miss 
Lyons, and he told me that she still wore 
the sun dress when she was thrown over- 
board.“ 

The theory, though, that the woman came 
to her death in Chicago rather than in the 
vicinity of Gary was more or less confirmed. 
Other agencies than the wind and waves, it 
was discovered, may have carried the body 
into the turning basin ef the Indiana Stee! 

Detectives believe the 
scene of the crime will be found in Chicago.

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BIG SPEECH DUE TODAY. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Marquette, Mich., Sept. 2u—William &. 
Taft, the first president of the United States 
to set foot on the shores of Lake Superior, 
ended his two days’ yisit to the upper penin- 
sula of Michigan today, and tonight is retrac- 
ing his line of travel from the north. He is 
due in Grand. Rapids early tomorrow morn- 
ing. and while there will-deliver one of the 
most important speeches of the trip—a de- 
fense of the vetoes of the woolen free list and 
cotton tariff bills. 
The president was pleased with: the warmth 
of his reception here. The upper peninsula is 
about as solidly Republican as any part of 
the country. and the president found cheering 
throngs wherever he went. The atmosphere 
was surcharged with politics throughout the 
day, but Mr Taft steered clear of the sub- 
ject. His principal address was an appeal 
for public interest in and support of the gen- 
eral arbitration treaties with e Britain 
and France. 
Mr. Taft listened, however, to an old fash- 
ioned Republican campaign speech by Rep- 
‘resentative Young, in which the congressman 
took occasion to make a few pointed remarks 
about different brands of progressiveness. 
Senator Townsend, who has accompanied the 
president since he entered Michigan, drifted 
into polities and denoynced Mr. Taft's critics 
as belonging generally to a class of selfish 
politicians.’ Senator Townsend said Mr. 
Taft was a statesman, not a politician, and 
praised the president for the work of his ad- 
ministration. 


Termed Prudently Progressive. 

It was in introducing President Taft to an 
immense throng in a circus tent brought 
from Chicago for the occasion that Repre- 
sentative Young made his political address. 
He referred to Mr. Taft as having taken 
office at a time when constructive work was 
needed and not a tearing down.’ 

He has been wisely, prudently, and con- 
| sistently progressive,’’ said Mr. Young. * He 


* 


is the greatest living representative ot genu- 
ine constructive progressiveness. On the 
other hand there is a spurious progressive- 
ness at which cynics laugh and angels weep.’’ 

Then the congressman turned to a denun- 
ciation of Mr. Taft's critics. He referred to 
the “ muckraking magazines that sell slan- 
der and vituperation at 10 cents a copy, and 
to a class of slipepry, disloyal politicians.” 
The president, he said, was opposed by every 
demagogue and every ‘shifty politician.” 
This fact, he declared, caused the president to

Says Future Will Recognize Worth. 

But the great American people are sound 
at the core, concluded the congressman 
amid the cheers of his constituents, and 
while the shifty, slippery politicians and 
the demagogues may distrust the judgment 
of the people, for a time. they will see right 
at last, and President Taft will stand in 
the glory of the noonday, as the leading 
American statesman of his time, and his- 
torians will point with pride to the two ters 
of William Howard Taft as president of the 
United States. 

When Mr. Taft arose to respond a man in 
the rear of the tent called out: 

“ You're all right.“ 

I'm glad to be assured,“ laughed the 
president. Mr. Taft did not follow Mr. 
Young's lead. He-said he was somewhat 
embarrassed by the situation, that he had 
intended to tell Mr. Young's constituents 
what a good congressman he was, but was 
afraid to do so lest some one charge that 
there had been a conspiracy of flattering 
exchange in advance. The president said 
he had been urged to speak of the tariff, but 
as he had reserved that subject for Grand 
Rapids tomorrow, he would ask permission 
to say a few words regarding universal 


peace. 


Explains Arbitration Treaties. 
Mr. Taft then began an explanation of the 
arbitration treaties, his address following 
the lines of those made at Brie, Pa.. and 
Pontiac, Mich. Senator Townsend listened 


when he spoke a few minutes later pledged 
his support to the ratification of the treaties. 

Mr. Taft said that one of his important 
missions on the present trip was to make the 
peace treaties more ger®rally understood.

Commereial Body Hears J. M. 
Glenn Defend Corporations 
as Blessing to Country. 


SHES LITTLE PREJUDICE. 


Says Officials Fan People’s Im- 
agination; Calls Such Prac- 
tice Criminal. 


Trusts and corporations Were attacked and 
defended, President Taft was criticised and 
commanded, and indorsement given to com- 
mercial and industrial clubs and societies by 
speakers at the session of the Central Asso- 
ciation of Commercial Secretaries, at the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday.” 

Criticism of President Taft for his Detroit 
speech and his attitude toward trusts and 
corporations was made by John Mack Glenn. 
secretary of the Illinois Manufa § irers’ as- 
sociation, who also defended the trusts and 
great corporations, and said they were a 
blessing to the community. 

Wide Prejudice Doubted. 

Harry A. Wheeler, president of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, contended that 
control of the nation is in the handsof widely 
scattered tommunities or individuals, and 
that ite safety lies in the control of those 
centers. 

“There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of some public officials,” said Mr. Glenn, 
“to fan what seems to be or what they 
imagine is a prejudice that exists on the part 
of the public toward business men. It is my 
judgment that little prejudice exists, but 
it is the duty of such brganizations as this to 
meet such conditions. 


Says Business Complies with Law. 

“I was sorry to read in the speech of 
President Taft at Detroit the other day, 
in which he discussed the trust decisions 
of the Standard Oil company and the Amer- 
ican Tobacco company, his statement that 
thé business man of the country must square 
himself to the situation. 

There never has been a time when busi- 
ness men did not square themselves to any 
law passed or to any decision handed down 
by any court. It is crimigal for officials to 
try to create prejudice against the business 
man. He is the one the community de- 
pends upon 

Wheeler Replies to Criticism. 

In replying, in part, to the criticism of Mr. 
Glenn, Harry A. Wheeler said: 

We have always thought of the govern- 
ment control of this country as influenced 
largely by the country districts, the farmer, 
and the small town having the greatest in- 
fluence over our federal government, and 
ft has been so; but with the development of 
our industries we have passed from an agri- 
cultural to an industrial nation, where the 
value of the latter products is greater than 
of the former, and all this has worked 
toward a concentration of population.”’

Born Feb. 20, 1838. Died Sept. 20, 1911. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—Sir Robert Hart, di- 
rector general of customs im China from 1901 
to 1908, and inepector general since 1863, 
died today. He was born in Ireland Feb. 20, 
1885, but had been living tn England since 
his retirement from the Chinese service on 
account of ill health. 

He was the most potent link between China 
and the western world. He created its cus- 
toms service; he gave China a comprehensive 
tariff, and was behind practically every com- 
mercial treaty that China made prior to 1908. 

Sir Robert stamped out Chinese and Malay 
piracy. He established lighthouses and later

MADRID, Spain, Sept. The govern 
ment. acting under the imperial decree sus- 
pending the constitutional guarantees be- 
cause of revolutionary activity, has ordered 
the arrest of workingmen’s committees and 
political agitators in the disturbed district. 

Three hundred persons were imprisoned in 
this city last night. At Barcelona 168 persons 
were apprehended, and many were taken into 
Custody at Bilbae, Geville, Valencia, and 
Saragosea. 

Among those arrested here wae Sefior Largo 
Caballero, general counsel for and vice pres- 
ident of the General Union of Labor. His 
offices were closed. 

Prevent Madrid General Strike. 

The general strike in this city, called for 
today, was prevented by the action of the 
autborities and the rallways were running 
ae uevel. Thirty thousand men in the bulld- 
ing trades received an order this afternoon 
to strike and k is believed that they may 
go out. 

The military is taking extreme precautions. 
Detachments of troops are stationed at the 
principal points of the city, at railway sta- 
tions, public buildings, schools, convents, 
and marketa 

The military has taken into its keeping 
arms and munitions of every description 
which were on sale. Smiliar military meas- 
ures have been taken in other cities.

DUBLIN, Sept. 2.—The executive com 
mittee of the Amalgamated Society of Rail- 
way Servants has resolved that unless the 
railway companies cease dismiassing and 
penelizing men for refusing to handle freight 
consigned by firms whose employés are on 
wtrike, and unless they reinstate all such die- 
charged men without penaliging, the com- 
mittee will authorize al) Irish railway men 
to stop work and take such further action as 
shal} be found necessary to protect the mem 
bere of the society. a 

The managers of the railways have not an- 
swered the ultimatum of the committee. They 
declare they will not recognize the Amaiga- 
mated society, but are willing to see and treat 
with their own men. 


Men Terrorized by Hordes. 

In south Ireland the men willing to work 
are terrorized by hordes who invade the 
platforms. The police are insufficient to cope 
with the situation.

ROME, Sept. 20.—This is the forty-first an- 
niversary of the taking of Rome by Itanan 
troops under Cadorna and the fall of the 
temporal power.

With banners fiying a hundred thousand 
persons marched to the breach in the city 
wall through which the troops entered the 
city. Most prominent in the procession were 
delegations of Free Masons of Italy and 
from abroad.

Gathered at the breach an enormous crowd 
listened to the speech of Mayor Nathan. 
His remarks were strongly patriotic.’ He 
made only passing reference to the Catholic 
church, saying:

We must net forget that China 
is essentially a manufacturing country, that 
ghe has vast deposits of iron and coal, that 
her interior provinces are backward, their 
people wild, turbulent, and set in the old ways. 
that the interior is rent with revolutionary 


“China for the Chinese.” 

And we must remember that “ China for 
the Chinese grows stronger daily, while 
the former blind—it best pleases our vanity 
to call it blind—bostility to foreigners tends 
to become a settled reaction against western 
eivilization and a confidence in self and in 
‘China. 

Outside of railway and electrical material 
and waterworks machinery, Canton’s im- 
ports of machinery are hardly worth men- 
tioning. There are importérs in Canton who 
do not hesitate to assert thet imports of 
machinery into south China will never 
amount to any considerable figure. There 
is reason to believe this is true. The Chinese 
have not for nothing gained a world wide rep- 
utation for imitating and reproducing any 
atticle, no matter how intricate, that is put 
before them. Nor is China at this late day 


likely to turn to the despised outside world 


for inventions. She has herself been too 
long a great inventor. Yet it is curious how 


ew labor saving devices have been invented 


by the Chinese. a 

Nor can labor saving machinery be intro- 
duced into China without some opposition. 
I have spoken of guilds and of the*distribu- 
tion of artisans—here shoemakers, furniture 
makers, silk winding shops, ivory, jade 
feather fans, mattings, woodenware, ete., 
each industry occupying a section by it- 
self, which is controlled by the guild But 
apparently the guild has not yet thought 
of simplifying their work. 


China Has Inventive Ability. 

China has genuine inventive ability. Once 
her energies are turned in this direction, there 
is no telling what further great discoveries 
her people may add to their long list of con- 
quests, which include gunpowder, the com- 
There ig no 
inherent qualfty of the Chinese mind which 
will keep them from inventing a better sew- 
ing machine or a better windmill than the 
World has yet produced. 

The opening up of the coal, copper, and 
fron deposits of the interior provinces will be 
a new and additional stimulating force. Mills 
will naturally follow. Along with them there 
ig room for certain factories which will not 
@isturb present conditions but which will 
supply wants which have lately come to the 


Chinese, such as cotton cloths, shirting, 
towelings, hosiery, underwear, cement, cut- 
lery, and certain varieties of paper. Fac- 
tories for such commodities are likely to come 
before power looms for matting or modern 
machinery to treat silk, make plows, shoes, 
and other articles, the demand for which 
is already met with existing conditions. 


Day of Machinery May Come. 

Thus the bridge will have been crossed and 
it ig likely that other labor saving devices 
will follow. The demand for labor will in- 
crease, higher wages will be paid as men 
of ability are required, the supply will log- 
ically come from the trades. Ultimately the 
prejudices against machinery may disappear. 
The time may come when China will make 
her shoes and furniture and grind her rice 
with modern machinery. 

Last to feel the effects of the new condition 


will be the farmers. The city will be able 


to pay more for farm products and there 


Will -b@ ‘Gn inevitable eitiigration from the 


country to the city. This will create a de- 
mand in the country for labor saving agricul- 
tural devices. New methods of irrigation will 
be required and better and more afficac 
agricultural machinery. N 

If we are to have our share in supplying 
the machinery of the new régime it can 
only be obtained by representatives on the 
spot. Buropean firms maintain agencies in 
Canton and eleewhere in South China. They 
have showrooms in which they display sam- 
ples of what they make. These agents know 


the peculiarities of Chinese business meth- 


ode and are in a fair way to secure the lion's 


share of the trade, at least in south China 


Grievance Against America. 

In 1905 there was a bitter boyoott against 
American goods, even though only two inter- 
ests were severely affected—American flour 
and Standard Oil But South China has a 
standing grievance against us because we 


close our doors in their face. Our diplomats 


are kept on their toes all the time to prevent 
a boycott. Our trade dwindles year by year. 
Years ago we had our merchant princes in 
South China. But that race has disappeared, 
Nor are we likely to do much business in the 
future with China along the lines of conres- 
sfons. 

It is certain that a revolution is brewing. 
Whether it will come to a head or not and, if 
it does, whether or not it will be able to over- 
turn the Manchu dynasty—these are ques- 
tions which are hardly likely to affect a con-

When 
ready to make jelly pour out carefully or siphon 
off so as to avoid stirring up the sediment. Any 
kind of fruit—no sugar needed—may be pre- 
served in grape juice. It is particularly good 
for sweet plums, apples, and pears. 

If by midwinter jellies have become sour or 
moldy or granulated, as they may if one has 
not a nice, cool, dark place in which to keep 
them, or if they have not been made carefully,

unanimous for an outside harbor. » They 


want, as Capt. Keith has told thé coun-

Elsie Lindtner, tte heroine of the book 
in question, retires to a lowly cabin in the 
forest to enjoy the great boon of privacy 
and to scrutinize her own soul. What she 
sees there she sets down in her book, and in 
doing so confirms all critics of womankind 
in their worst suspicions regarding the 
subtlety, the furtiveness, and the kaleido- 
scopic character of feminine ideas and emo- 
tions and the profound and instinctive self- 
ishness of feminine art. She presents the 
typical neurotic woman, who is consumed 
with self-interest and for whom self-ex- 
pression is a necessity. Her heroine has the 
accentuated temperament which novelists 
and playwrights accredit to the cultivated 
Scandinavian, Russian, and Polish women, 
and which appears to exceed in intensity 
and eccentricity that of the Latins.

IR FAIRFAX CARTWRIGHT, the 

British ambassador to Austria, who 

has been, during the last few weeks, 

the object of such bitter attacks in 

the German newspapers, owing to his 
remarks criticising Germany's Moorish pol- 
icy, made in a conversation with the well 
known Austrian journalist, Dr. Siegmund 
Munz, and published by the latter in the 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse, is persona grata 
at the court of Emperor Francis Joseph and 
in Viennese society. 

He has a strong strain of German blood in 
his veins. . His grandfather, Sir Thomas 
Cartwright, who died as British minister 
plenipotentiary at Stockholm in 1850, was 
married to Countess Marie von Sandizell, 
daughter of the grand master of the court 
of King Maximilian II. of Bavaria. Sir 
Faiffax’s mother was also a German, a 
Fraulein Clementine Gaul, who had been the 
companion of the first wife of his father, 
‘William Cornwallis Cartwright of Aynho, 
‘Banbury. 

The Cartwrights have been seated at 
Aynho ever since the days of Richard Cart- 
wright, a successful lawyer, who bought 
the property early in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, and whose son married the daughter of 
the famous parliamentary general, the sec- 
ond Lord Fairfax, who commanded at Mars- 
ton Moor. It is from this general that Sir 
Fairfax derives his Christian name. 

When he was at Rome he married the 
youngest daughter of the Marchese Chigi, a 
member of that historic and princely house 
of the old Roman patriciate, the head of 
which is hereditary marshal of the Holy 
Roman Catholic church and guardian of the 
Papal conclave, responsible as such for all 
the arrangements for the election of popes. 


— 

Through his wife and through his grand- 
mother Sir Fairfax is thus related not only 
to most of the great patrician houses of 
Rome, but likewise to many of the old fam- 
ilies of the Austrian mediatized nobility, such 
as the Sayn-Wittgensteins, Thurns, and 
Taxis, etc. 

While minister at Munich Sir Fairfax be- 
came a great favorite with the Bavarian 
royal family, especially with Prince &nd 
Princess Leopold and their sons and daugh- 
ters. Princess Leopold is the eldest daugh- 
ter of Emperor Francis Joseph. Indeed, it 
was the interest which Princess Leopold ex- 
ercised in his behalf at Vienna that led her 
father, the emperor, to ask King Edward 
to have Sir Fairfax appointed ambassador 
to his court. 

Sir Pairfax is possessed of ample means— 
that is to say: a large allowance from his 
father—and this, together with the fact that 
he and his wife are Roman Catholics, ren- 
ders his position in the diplomatic corps on 
the banks of the Danube of a privileged 
character. Nor is it in the least degree 
probable that the clamor in the German 
press will find any response on the part of 
the Viennese court and government or that 
any demand will be made by them for his 
recall, although it cannot be denied that, for 
so clever a man, he has been unfortunate 


in his reations with the press. 0 


This is not the first time that he has made 
the mistake of imagining that he could make 
use of the continental press for political 
purposes and without his confidence being 
betrayed and himself compromised thereby. 
Perhaps his tendency to take journalists 
into his confidence is due to the fact that 
he has done a good deal of writing himself, 
being the author of several tragedies, of 
review articles, and even of one or two 
books. He has probably inherited his liter- 
ary. gifts fem his father, who is the author 
of a very erudite history of the Jesuits, and 
who for some timé was the Liberal member 
for Oxfordshire. 

' > 

Rome's action in giving the name of Criapi 
to one of its principal thoroughfares without 
exciting any protest, but, on the contrary, 
approval, even from th organs of the 
press which were most bitter against him. 
during his lifetime, demonstrates the ex- 
traordinary revulsion which public senti- 
ment has undergone in Italy towards King 
Humbert's all powerful premier. In fact, 


the Italians as a whole seem to have at 
length reached the conclusion, fofmed long 
ago abroad, that Crispi was the greatest 
Statesman produced by Italy in the nine- 
rane 5K century, next to Cavour and Leo 

Crispi’s countrymen have likewise ended by

made was his associziias wie'n the unscrupu- 
lous woman who is now receiving a pension 
from the Italian government as his widow 
but who is execrated from one end of the 
peninsula to the other and throughout Sicily 
under the name of Dona Lina. He did not 
marry her until the eve of the wedding of 
the daughter whom she had borne him and 
to whom he was devoted in order to enable 
the girl, Giuseppina, a particularly lovely 
woman, to become the wife of the fourteenth 
Prince Linguaglossa, head of one of the 
most ancient houses of the Italian nobility. 

Dona Lina was a woman of particularly 
unfortunate antecedents, and, not satisfied 
with the scandals in which she had become 
involved prior to knowing Crispi, some of 
them figuring on the police records of the 
Sicilian city of Syracuse, she continued, 
after becoming first his companion and then 
his full fledged wife, to incriminate herself 
in all sorts of unsavory affairs, from the 
consequences of which she was only saved 
dy her husband’s name. 

He was rendered responsible for most of 
these misdoings of hers, especially those of 
a financial character, whereas the fact has 
since been brought to light that all he did 
was to endeavor to shield her from the con- 
sequences, sacrificing for the purpose all 
that he had, dying not only penniless but 
even in debt. 

~~ 

As an instance of his generosity of char- 
acter, it may be recalled that one of the prin- 
cipal charges against him was that he had 
obtained from King Humbert the grand cross 
of the Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus. 
for the French scientist and swindler, Cor- 
nelius Herz, who played so evil a role in 
the Panama scandal. Crispi’s foes did not 
hesitate to assert, from the platform and in 
print, that he had received 100,000 lire—that 
is to Say: $200,000—for this order from Herz. 
Crispi never took the trouble to deny this 
or to exculpate himself. But among his 
papers there has been found a letter, writ- 
ten on the official paper of the French Presi- 
dent of the council of ministers and in the 
handwriting of the French statesman De 
Freycinet, who was prime minister of 
France at the time when he affixed his sig- 
nature to the document. In this letter De 
Freycinet entreats Crispi, as a personal 
favor, to bestow the cordon of the Order of 
St. Maurice and Lazarus upon his friend 
Herz, for whom he himself had already ob- 
tained the grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor. 

The production of this letter, so many 
years after Crispi’s .death, has had the 
effect of causing the well known Italian 
editor, Vico Mantegazza, to regard himself 
as released from a promise which he gave 
to Crispi to maintain silence about it, and, in 
an article just published in the Roman Cor- 
riere dell& Sera, he relates that once when 
Crispi was lying ill, not long before his 
death and after he had retired from office, 
he had shown Mantegazza the letter in ques- 
tion, extracting from him a pledge to make 
ho mention of it and explaining at the same 


time that if he had never used it to exculpate , 


himself from the charges brought against 
him in connection with Herz, it was because 
it would have been a breach of confidence 
towards De Freycinet, capable of ruining 
one of France's most prominent statesmen, 
one who seemed likely at the time to become 


once more premier of the republic. 


Crispi added to Mantegazza that if he were 
to use the letter in order to clear himself 


he would regard himself as having been 


guilty of giving a stab in the back to De 
Freycinet. . 2 
This is only one of many such traits of 
Crispi which are now becoming known and 
which explain the insistence of his daughter, 


Princess Linguaglossa, to have his letters 


and correspondence published, convinced 
as she was from personal knowledge that i+ 
would show her father to his countrymen 
in an altogether new light and completely 
clear his fair name. 

I may add that the princess is now separat- 


\ ed from her husband. When he found that 


ber father had left no money, that all the 
wrongly acquired wealth imputed to him 
was a myth and that he had sacri even 
his restricted private means to save his 
wife, the prince vented his disappointment 
on the princess to such a degree that she 
was compelled to seek judicial separation.

Coatesville, Pa., Sept. 20.—The chief of po- 
lice of this plate, one of his subordinates, and 
two residents were arrested today as the 
result of indictments returned by a grand 
jury that investigated the burning to death 
of Zack Walker, @ negro murderer, on Aug.

Matt Wells Bests Feather- 
weight Champion in 
Clever Fight. 


BOUT FAST ALL THE WAY.
